EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 


Explanatory Memorandum to the Housing and Telephone 
Facilities (Members of Parliament) (Amendment) Rules, 2000. 

The Minister of Urban Affairs had represented that his Ministry is 
facing inconvenience and problem in non-vacation of bungalows by Ex- 
Ministers and Ex-MPs due to the provisions contained in proviso to sub¬ 
rule (1) of Rule 2 of the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of 
Parliament) Rules, 1956 insofar as it relates to allotment of bungalows by 
charging Rs.500/- per month as non-entitlement charges from a Member 
who is not so entitled He requested that the said provision may be 
deleted. The Joint Committee considered the above issue and 
recommended the deletion of part (b) of proviso to sub-rule (1) of rule 2. 

The Government have proposed that recommendation of the 
Committee should be given prospective effect. It is, therefore, proposed to 
amend the existing Rules accordingly.

Office Expenses Allowance etc
